Assistant 
Secretary M. F. Tighe said he did not 
think the measure would be resorted 
to at this stage of the proceedings, 
even if it were contemplated for a later 
day. There was practically no cause 
for such a measure, and if there was 
he doubted if, under the conditions that 
exist at present, the courts would 
grant such orders. Particularly is this 
the case in Pennsylvania. In Ohio, 
President Shaffer seemed to feel con- 
fident that such injunctions would not 
be granted. Those best acquaint 
with the feelings of the manufactu 
say there is, in their opinion, little 
cause for believing that such measures 
will be resorted to at this time.

Not a half-dozen persons in Wellsville 
knew tonight that the chief of the 
workers’ organization was in town. 

“President Shaffer would not state 
the object of his mission to Wellsville. 
It was intimated that he was here to 
outline the policy of the strikers in 
view of threatened injunction pro- 
ceedings. He made this statement just 
before leaving East Liverpool: ‘There 
will be no injunction. I think I have 
accomplished much. No injunction will 
be granted unless our men resort to 
violence, unless we coerce and intimi- 
date men into remaining away from 
the mill. Thus far, our men have vio- 
lated no law.’ 

“Nine non-union men arrived in 
Wellsville tonight. Five of them forced 
their way into the mill, but four others 
who fell into the midst of a crowd of 
100 strikers were induced to return to 
Pittsburgh. The non-union recruits 
were greeted with catcalls and many 
epithets.”

80 far as I am now 
aware, there ia no reason why Schley 
should not have got his orders with 
the rest. Schley ought to have known 
about that, anyway. I gave orders to 
Capt. McCalla severai days oefore, at 
least a day before, leaving Cienfuegos. 
There was an understanding with the 
insurgents on shore, and they were 
to communicate with Admiral Schley 
and Capt. Cook. I cannot recall now 
what the code was in detail, but it 
was gi to the officers of the fleet. 
I know 6f ho reason why Admiral 
Schiey and his captain, Cook, should 
not have known ft. The other of- 
ficers had it, and to say that the or- 
der was not to communicate the code 
to the two on the Brooklyn is a 
mistake. 
“Of course, Schley might have mis- 
understood the orders. He knew of a 
ship which went into Cienfuegos de- 
fore his very eyes and found no 
Spanish there. It was perfectly plain 
that they were not there. Anyway, it 
was plain to us, and ought to have 
been plain to him.” 
Admiral Sampson said he thought 
there was little or no possibility that 
the arrangements with the ineurgents 
had failed because they had misunder. 
stood; that he thought fhe insurgents 
had carried out their part of the plan. 
Admiral Sampson stated that he 
thought Admiral Evans was right 
when he gave it as his opinion that, 
had Admiral Schley obtained the in- 
formation that no Spanish ships were 
at Cienfuegos immediately after his 
arrival, as he should have done if 
things had worked smoothly, he could 
have sailed thirty-six hours sooner. 
“But then,” said Admiral Sampson,

JUDGE IDE’S OPINION. 
tar THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
MANILA, July 12.—{Associated Press 
Correspondence. Wired from Chicago, 
July 24.) The passage today by the 
Philippine Commission of the act or- 
ganizing the courts of the archipelago 
was preceded by two interesting inc!i- 
dents, both of which brought out state- 
ments from President Taft. The first 
was in reference to the wording of 
the oath of office to be taken by 
judges. Support of the Constitution 
of the United States (which all offi- 
clals subscribe to in their oaths of 
office) was purposely omitted from 
this oath, but recognition of the su- 
preme authority of the United States 
was included. 
Judge Ide, author of the judiciary 
bills, held that swearing to support 
the United States Constitution, when 
it had already been decided that at 
least one feature of that instrument 
(uniformity-of-duties clause) does not 
apply in the Philippinea, would be im- 
proper. He considered that discus- 
sion af the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion as affecting powers and duties of 
United States officials in the Phikp- 
pines would be of no service here, 
since these questions are in process 
of settlement in the United States Su- 
preme Court. 
Replying to a question by Sefior 
Paterno, former secretary of state in 
the Aguinaldo cabinet, as to whether 
since it was generally assumed that 
the Constitution follows the flag, the 
oaths of office in Philippine officials 
should not include support of the 
Constitution, Judge Taft said: 
“The oath to support the laws of 
the Philippine Islands, if the validity 
of these laws depends the Con- 
stitution of the United States, is an 
oath to support laws enacted in ac- 
cordance with the-Constitution of the 
United States.

FORTIFYING ‘FRISCO HARBOR. 
UNCLE SAM’S MODERN PLANS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 24.—The 
government has determined to make 
vast improvements in the fortifications 
around the harbor of San Francisco. To 
that end the present commander at 
the Presidio, Col. Rawles, has been 
given a new title, which gives him 
jurisgiction over all fortifications pro- 
tecting this city. He is now com- 
mander of the district of San Fran- 
cisco. Among his assistants will be 
Capt. E. A. Millar, who is to be known 
as district adjutant. The hills on both 
sides of the Golden Gate are to be 
mounted with more of the heaviest and 
most approved ordnance. 


In speaking of the contemplated 
work, Col. Rawles said: “We »in 
place on all eligible eminences the 


latest improved ordnance. The number 
together with those already mounted, 
will approximate 100, I should judge. 
Many rapid-firing guns are to be 
placed, and the submarine mining of 
the bay and its approaches will here- 
after be under the supervision of the 
artillery instead, as formerly, under 
the engineer corps. Much work is 
ahead of us, but our growing trade 
with the Orient and outside world has 
made it imperative that San Francisco 
should be protected with the latest im- 
proved defenses.” 


ARIZONA MINING SUIT. 
BERT OHMERTY'S SUICIDE.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 24.—A mining 
controversy involving American and 
English capitalists began today in a 
foreclosure suit in the District Court 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of New York against the Mam- 
moth Collins Gold Mining Company. 
The foreclosure was instituted at the 
instance of E. W. Fletcher of Detroit, 
Mich., the holder of £87,500 of deben- 
ture bonds on the strength of a de- 
fault of interest since January 1, 1901. 
Most of the stock is held in Engiand 
and the defendants are represented by 
George Morgan of New York. Morgan 
alleges conspiracy between Fletcher 
and George P. Blair, ntly appoint- 
ed receiver, claiming that he had 
money to pay the interest, but had 

withheld it.

DWARD INCIDENT 
CREATES BAD FEELING. 


BAKER AND HIS FRIENDS ARE IN. 
DIGNANT. 


Both the Ladies and the King Are 
Criticized—Actual Donor of the Hos- 
pital Ship Maine Is the Most Surprised 
of Any One. | 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
LONDON, July 24.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The presentation on July 22 of 
a medal commemorative of the work 
of the hospital ship Maine to King Ed- 
ward by the Duchess of Marlborough, 
Mrs. George Cornwallis-West, Mrs. 
Ronalds and other American women of 
the Maine Committee, and King Ed- 
ward's reply to the members of the 
committee, in which he thanked them 
for bringing their valuable services to 
a culmination by presenting the ship 
to the British governthent, threatens to 
become an international incident. 

The Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany and the friends of Bernard N. 
Baker, president of the company, are 
generally very indignant. C. T. Torrey, 
managing director of the Atlantic 
Transport Company, today expressed 
himself as more than surprised that 
King Edward had been misinformed 
regarding the actual donor of the 
Maine, and said what surprised him 
still more was that the ladies ac- 
cepted the thanks of the King for the 
gift, knowing full well that at no time 
had they owned the ship and that 
President Baker alone was entitled to 
any thanks. | 

Torrey said Baker was not even in- 
formed of the intention to present the 
medal to the King, nor up to today had 
any intimation been conveyed to him 
that such a presentation had occurred, 
nor has any expression of regret been 
made that this misunderstanding oc- 
curre? as to the donor of the vessel. 
“The whole transaction is on a par 
with the seizure of the Maine's flag by 
Mis. George Cornwallis-West,” said 
Torrey, “who appropriated the emblem 
presented by the late Queen to the 
vessel. 

“It will not surprise us if this flag is 
now presented. with equal eclat, to 
Queen Alexandra. Throughout there 
has been an utter lack of appreciation 
on the part of some members of the 
Maine Committee of Baker's assistance, 
and with apparent deliberation the 
committee has taken unto itself the 
regal thanks for which it has no 
shadow of a claim.” 


KIDNAPERS FOILED. 


Make Desperate Effort to Take a Non- 


Union Man Out of Butte, Claiming He 

Was a Horse-thief.

Running Fight With Officers 
Ends by Death of the 
Desperado.

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.) July 24.— 
Michael Keily, an insane man today, at 
the office of the Robert Garrett Lum- 


shot six people, killing two, probably 
fatally wounding another and more or 
less seriously wounding four others. 
He was himself finally killed by offi- 
cers who tried to overpower him. 

The victims: 

JOHN R. GARRETT, aged 40, junior 
member of Robert Garrett Lumber 
Company; died at hospital. 

MICHAEL KELLY, aged 50; died 
after being taken to the Police Station. 

DR. CHARLES M'GEE, aged 30; shot 
in back and probably fatally wounded. 

POLICE SERGEANT WILLIAM 
DODGE, shot in neck, wound serious. 

MICHAEL M’'DONALD, detective; 
shot in leg, wound slight. 

IKE HEALER, laborer at lum 
yards; shot in hand, wound slight. 

Kelly had lived in Leavenworth för 
years and at different times had en- 
gaged in minor business enterprises. 
He was eccentric, and during the Pres- 
idential campaign of 1896 lost his mind 
entirely. At that time he was arrested 
for creating disturbances, and later 
threatened to kill Garrett. He was ar- 
rested and adjudged insane, Garrett 
and four others testifying against him. 
After a year in the Topeka asylum 
Kelly was released. He had been act- 
ing queerly again, and had declared 
that he would kill the five men who had 
sent him to the asylum. Daily for two 
weeks past he has been practicing 
shooting with a revolver at the Fort 
Leavenworth range. 

Today shortly after 12 o'clock he ap- 
peared at Garrett's office, and without 
warning shot him as he sat at his desk. 
Garrett fell from his chair and into 
the doorway, when Kelly deliberately 
fired four shots more into the pros- 
trate form. Leaving his victim for 


dead, Kelly ran fifty yards to the rear 
of the company’s lumber yard, and te- 


he returned to the office to find Dr. Mc- 
gee, who had been attracted by the 
shots, bending over Garrett. Leveling 
his revolver on the window sill, Kelly 
took deliberate aim at the physician 
from the sidewalk, and fired. The bul- 
let struck McGee in the back at the 
spine, and he toppled over near where 
Garrett lay. 

Then followed an exciting street fight 
between the madman and officers wao 
came wpon the scene. Kelly, flourishing 
his revolver, dashed through the lum- 
ber yard. He met Ike Healer, a laborer, 
and shot him through the hon’. A fev 
yards further on he encountered Sergt. 
Dodge. The two exchanged hots as 
they ran. One bullet from Kelly's re- 
volver struck Dodee in the neck, but 
not before he had shot him in the 
shoulder. Kelly kept on running and 
was soon confronted by Detective Mc- 
Donald and Officer Falthager. Mc- 
Donald dropped Kelly with a bullet in 
the neck. 

Dodge raised his revolver, but it 
faifed to work, and, catching up with 
the murderer, he crushed his skull 
with the weapon. Kelly sank to the 
ground and was carried to the station 
in an unconscious condition, dying s on 
after his arrivel there. 

Garrett never regained consciousness, 
and died an hour after being taken to 
the hospital. Dr. McGee is still suffering 
seriously, and it is believed he cannot 
recover. Dodge's wound is not consid- 
ered fatal, while the wounds of the 
others are slight.

BOISE (Idaho) July 24.—({ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The hearts of the California 
delegates were gladdened tonight by 
receipt of a telegram from the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce extending 
a formal invitation to the International 
Mining Congress to hold the next ses- 
sion in that city.

“Resolved, that the magnitude and 
importance of the mining industry, 
which has now reached over a billion 
dollars of annual product, calls for the 
establishment of @ national depart- 
ment of mining, the chief of the office 
to be a member of the President's 

Resolved. t the Congress ot the 
United States be respectfully requested 
to provide by law for locating and the 
working of mines of the reserved min- 
erals—gold, silver and quicksilver—on 
Spanish and Mexican land grants.” 

Another resolution adopted was the 
following: 

“Resolved, that in the opinion of the 
International Mining Congress it is 
not to the best interests of mining that 
undeveloped mines or prospects be 
placed on the ‘boards’ or ‘lists’ of min- 
ing exchanges and offered for sale to 
the general public; but only mines 
which have been so fully exploited as 
to be well established propositions 
should be offered on the boards.“ 

The session today was enlivened by 
an animated discussion aroused by the 
reading of a paper by Judge W. B. 
Heyburn on “Amendment of the Min- 
ing Law.“ The judge said, in speak- 
ing of the conflicts arising over loca- 
tions because of the unfertainty of the 
strike of the vein: 

“EF propose a solution—that all end 
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locator goes to the recorder's office to 
file on his claims he should give notifi- 
eation that he has discovered a new 
ledge. Then let the nearest deputy 
mineral surveyor go to that vein? de- 
termine its exact course, and then com- 
pel all locators to make their end lines 
parallel with the first claim.”

NOT CREDITED BY SCIENTISTS. 


Prof. Steyneger of the Smithsonian 
Explains the Supposed Phenomenon 


Rain Cools the Water and Drives the 
Frogs to Land. 


{Washington Times: It is well 
known thet after a rain there is to be 
seen in certain districts the strange 


had fallen from the clouds with the 
showers of water. A very striking, 
but not very unusual, instance of this 
phenomenon was reported several 
days ago from Ithaca, N. Y. At this 
point, it is affirmed, myriads of small 
frogs have caused considerable incon- 
venience to the residents of the city, 
whose homes are situated near Cayuga 
| Lake. A train leaving Auburn ran 
| into a mass of these tiny batrachians, 
| and for a time was unable to proceed, 
the track becoming so slippery fran 
those which were killed that the 
wheels slipped on the rails. It is 
further reported that the frogs ap- 
peared on high ground in great num- 
bers. street cars were held up because 
of the thousands which covered the 


dens of many of the residences, ruin- 
ing growing vegetables. 

The popular explanation of this phe- 
nomenon is that it is the result of a 


veritable rain of Some facts 
seem to warrant this sup tion, as, 
for instance, a large rain rrel being 


found full of frogs after the heavy 
showers which preceded the appear- 
ance of the pest. It is urged, with 
considerable plausibility, that the 
frogs, which are very young ones and 
not above a half inch in length, could 
not have climbed up the side of the 
barrel and must therefore have fallen 
in from above. But the question re- 
mains, how do the frogs find their 
way and what sustains them in the 
circumambient air previous to their 
descent with the showers of rain. 
This is, it must be confessed, a 
“poser,” and a Times reporter saw 
f. Leonhard Steyneger, of the 
Smithsonian Institution. on the sub-

of frogs myself, so I cannot say

Perhaps if it had been raining their

Nothing is more com- 
mon than to hear, at this season of the 
year, but especially in the spring, of 
rains of frogs, sometimes developing, 
as in the case at Ithaca, into a verit- 
able pest. I think that if you walk 

any locality adjacent to water 
after a rain you will observe numbers 
of frogs on the ground, and their ap- 
pearance is invariably, I may say, ac- 
counted for by the supposition that 
they have come down with the rain. 
The frogs are always very young ones, 
and the phenomenon is always noted at 
the season ‘when they are breeding, or 
rather, shortly after; that is, when 
they are able to jump around and in- 
dulge in infantile recreations. 

“I never even met a man who saw it 
rain frogs,” continued the professor, 
“and I should have very grave doubts 
of the veracity of the statement if I 
did.

Oust Boycotter. 


| Hot Factional Fight and Bit- 
ter Debate—Disgraced 
Man to Skip. 


The County Council of Labor held 
a long and hot session last night. 

The exposure by The Times of the 
crooked record of their chief boycotter, 
Frank J. Gregory, threw the union- 
ists into spasms. It also developed 
a lively fight as to the future status 
of the ex-convict in union-labor cir- 
cles. 

The discussion at last night's meet- 
ing was acrimonious and loud, and re- 
sulted in a doubtful victory for the 
discredited boycotter. President James 
A. Gray saved the ex-convict by ar- 
bitrarily declaring a resolution to ex- 
pel him out of order, and as the 
Gregory faction had succeeded in 
keeping the matter down until very 
late in the night, the delegates allowed 
it to rest in order to get some sleep. 

The meeting opened at 8 o'clock, and 
did not adjourn until midnight. An- 
ticipating the fight to kick the ex- 
convict out, the latter’s friends played 
for delay, and it was after 11 o'clock 
when the subject was taken up. 

FACTIONAL FIGHT. 

Several delegates made warm 

speeches denouncing the boycotter,

of the carpenters’ union sprung the 
resolution. This declared that, where- 
as Gregory had misrepresented him- 
self to the council, and had by his 
conduct disgraced the order, etc., he 
should be expelled. ; 

This resolution was evidently for 
public consumption, and was meant 
to save the council the reproach of 
harboring and hiring such a creature. 
It was thought by pleading ignorance 
of his character and promptly bounc- 
ing him the council could in some 
measure vindicate itself. 

But it was quickly evident that 
Gregory a rope around more than 
one neck. Hot speeches were made on 
both sides. and President G then 
openly declared himself in ex- 
convict’s camp. 

GRAY DEFENDS GREGORY. 

Angrily and profanely Gray de- 
nounced The Times and its exposé of 
his beloved and virtuous pal, Gregory. 
He glossed over the latter’s shortcom- 
ings, and wound up by summarily de- 
claring the resolution to oust the boy- 
cotter out of order. 

No appeal was taken from the de- 
cision of the chair, and those delegates 
who had not known Gregory's true 
character until The Times showed it 
up, and then sought to have him kicked 
out, decided to give and let the ex- 
convict's clique run the show. 

However, there were many sore 
spots, and the grumblings of t mi- 
nority who feared the results of such 
a virtual indorsement of the imperti- 
nent boycotter and his unsavory record 
give promise of some lively times for 
Gray, Biddle & Co. :

R. OSLER’S TRIBUTE 
TO PROF. KOCH’S WORK. 


GERMAN BACTERIOLOGIST WILL 
GIVE IMPETUS TO SCIENCE. 


Royal Institute of Public Health En- 
tertains Koch and Other Distinguished 
Guests at a Banquet—Opinions on 
Tuberculosis. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
LONDON, July 24.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. William Osler, professor | 
of medicine at Johns Hopkins Univers- 
ity, spoke with enthusiasm today of the 
beneficial results of the tgberculosis 
congress. Said he: 
“Its organization is exceptional. The 
attendance of foreign delegates is very 
full. Its general work is far above the 
general work of such gatherings. In- 
stead of being an ornamental con- 
gress it is here for work. We have all 
been impressed with the immense value 
to medical science, which will result 
from its labors. 
“Further experiments will have to 
be made in connection with the ques- 
tion raised by Dr. Koch as to whether 
bovine and human tuberculosis are 
identical. Koch's reference to human 
non-infection from tuberculosis of cat- 
tle must give a great impetus to fresh 
observations, which will be made 
throughout the world.” | 

At the congress today, Henry Chap- 
lin, who presided, made the astound- 
ing statement that thousands of British 
cattle were offected with tubercu- 
losis. The Royal Institute of Public 
Health tonight gave a banquet in honor 
of Prof. Koch and presented him the 
Harben medal in recognition of his 
services in the direction of the better- 
ing of health. Dr. Sir James Crichton 
Browne contended that a government 
commission must be appointed to estab- 
lish the accuracy or innaccuracy of 
Dr. Koch’s theory regarding bovine 
and human tuberculosis. He said Sir 
James Blyth had authorized him to 
offer his model farm in Essex for the 
purpose of carrying on experiments.

After she secured a divorce from 
Lamont she married Frank Ayres, and 
they lived on adjoining ranches near 
Manhattan, Kan., a mining camp, forty 
miles from Fort Collins. Two years 
ago a family from Kansas named Mad- 
dox, going through that portion of 
Colorado in prairie schooners, camped 
at Ayres's place. Mrs. Maddox is said 
to have exclaimed on coming face to 
face with Mrs. Ayres: “Why, you are 
Kate Bender.“ 

The exclamation was made in the 
presence of Ayres, who later went to 
Kansas disguising himself as a woman 
so that his wife could not trace him, 
and at Cherryvale told the officers of 
his suspicions regarding his wife's fam- 
ily. He declares that Mrs. Reed is in 
reality Mrs. Bender, and that she has 
separated from her husband, who is 
livine in Utah, and that will Baker 
is young Bender. 

Mrs. Ayres denies that she is Kate 
Bender and declares that she will 
prove an alibi. She is about 50 years 
old. It is said that Edward L. Burton, 
a lawyer of Oswego, Kan., together 
with an old resident of Galena, who 
knew the Benders, are at present in 
Fort Collins for the purpose of making 
a positive identification of the persons 
suspected, if possible.

STUDIES IN MODERN 
EMPIRE BUILDING. 


VIL—JAPAN’S FINANCIAL GROWTH. 


{By Alfred Stead, fellow of the Royal Colonial 
Institute.] 


HE impression seems general that 
there is no stability in the finances 
the Japanese empire—that, in a 
word, Japan is hovering on the brink of 
bankruptcy. This idea has had its 
source in the incorrect statements and 
cables which are published at intervals 
from Japan in the world’s press. Thus, 
one cablegram related recently that 
“twenty banks have closed their doors 
and there is a financial panic.“ This 
was quite true, but the cable failed to 
state that the twenty banks were all 
small concerns without many dealings 
outside their own locality, and that 
the financial panic was also limited al- 
most entirely to one neighborhood. 

I have gone into the subject of 
Japan's finances thoroughly with six 
of the leading authorities of Japan. 
These are Count Matsukata, Count 
Inouye, Count Okuma, all former Min- 
isters of Finance, besides having filled 
others of the highest posts in the 
State; Mr. Sakatani, Vice-Minister of 
Finance, who has prepared the bud- 
gets of the empire now for seventeen 
years; Baron Shibusawa, the leading 
authority in commercial, financial and 
industrial lines in Japan, and Mr. 
Yamamoto, governor of the Bank of 
Japan. Count Inouye, who was one of 
the first Japanese to leave the country 
to study the methods of foreign lands, 
and who held office in the finance de- 
partment directly after the restora- 
tion, gave me the following description 
of the gradual development of the 
finances of Japan: 

COUNT INOUYE’S STATEMENT. 


In the years before the restoration 
the finances of the country were man- 
aged locally by each feudal chief or 
daimio. The standard of currency was 
rice, and everything was valued at so 
many kokus of rise, if it were at all 
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very victorious war. The indemnity 
of 360,000,000 yen (175,000, 0% was 
also proof of success. This huge sum, 
however, produced such effects as al- 
most to make a vigorous war ruinous 
to the country. Up to this time it had 
never been necessary to use hundreds 
of millions in the calculations of 
Japanese finances, the total revenue 
being only about 80,000,000 yen ($40,000,- 
000.) Thus the receiving of so great a 
sum produced a hitherto unknown feel- 
ing of riches and prosperity, The ex- 
pansion of government and individual 
enterprises was enormous, and resulted 
in the most part of the money leaving 
the country in exchange for articles of 
foreign manufacture. The expenditure 
on the arm, and the navy was neces- 
sary, but much money was spent upon 
unproductive works, as well as upon 
productive. The amount of money 
spent abroad in connection with the 
railways and the weaving ind 
for instance, was 40 per cent. and 70 
per cent., respectively. 

Count Inouye was in Berlin directly 
after the Franco-German war, and 
thus is able to contrast the effect of 
the payments of the indemnities in 
Japan and in Germany very well. He 
found that there was a great differ- 
encé in that the inflow of money in 
Germany produced industrial enter- 
prises, tending to develop the natural 
resources of the country, whereas in 
Japan the industrial enterprises which 
have sprung up have as yet principally 
tended to develop and utilize the nat- 
ural resources of other countries in- 
stead of those of Japan. Thus, while 
in both cases the money received as 
indemnity soon left the country, in 
Germany its results were more satis- 
factory than in Japan. This is largely 
due to the fact that owing to the lack 
of tariff autonomy, gs arranged for by 
the foreign powers in the revised 
treaty, Japan cannot protect her indus- 
tries by protective duties should she 
wish to do 80. 

PERIODS OF FINANCIAL GROWTH. 

October 1, 1897, the gold standard was 
adopted in Japan, mainly through the 
efforts of Count Matsukata. He be- 
came Minister of Finance in 1881, and 
remained in practical control of finan- 


ever 
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rency, which was used for the pay- 
ment of dues upon land, etc., incapable : 
of producing rice—thus, forest lands 
had to be valued in copper currency. 
These feudal lords also issued paper 
money, which had a certain rice value 
when issued, but owing to the notes 
being inconvertible the values were 
much depreciated. Even when the 
Emperor came to his full power this 
state of things continued for some 
time, causing much confusion in the 
finances of the empire. It must be re- 
membered, also, that all leaders of the 
new government had been trained as 
soldiers, and consequently their ideas 
on economic questions were not as ac- 
curate as on military subjects. An- 
other cause of confusion was the fact 
that all the departments of the govern- 
ment were becoming modernized, and 
therefore had regular expenditures. 
To meet these there was only an uncer- 
tain revenue, collected in varying ways 
in the various. parts of the country. 
Also, the value of rice being unstable, 
the amount of revenue was always un- 
certain. 

It was decided to abolish the feudal 
system, and this was done in the third 
year of the new era. The government 
took over the feudal lands and cen- 
tralized the system of paper moneys. 
This was a step in the right direction, 


and more definite, while the revenues 
remained uncertain. The too rapid and 
pell-mell development of the various 
branches of the government necessi- 
tated the issue of much paper money, 
and the value of 1 yen in silver rose to 
1 yen 80 sen in paper money. The 
military heads of state and the 
finance ministers having a difference 
of opinion about the financial adminis- 
tration, the latter resigned. The Sat- 
suma rebellion in the south of the em- 
pire, under the leadership of Saigo, 
forced the depreciation of paper money 
still lower, and it was seen that it was 


convertible notes. This work caused 
the final calling in of the irredeemable 
paper money, and the issue of redeem- 
able notes was accomplished January 
-1, 1886, under Count Matsukata, who 
was Minister of Finance. The Euro- 
peanizing of the country still pro- 
ceeded pell-mell, and the expenses of 
government were considerable, as it 
was frequently not possible to adopt 
the most economical channels of de- 
8 owing to the haste to de- 
velop. 


EFFECT OF THE CHINESE WAR.

His 3 


tion of the coinage history of modern 
Japan is most interesting: 
“There are Your pertods in the coin- 


age history of Japan. The first period 


extends from 1868 (the first year of 
Meiji) to 1871, in which the beginning 
was made of the establishment of the 
new currency system by the promul- 
gation of the new coinage regulations 
of 1871. The main effort of the finance 
ministers of those days was directed 
to the adjustment of the disordéred 
conditions of the finance and coinage, 
created by the revolutionary state of 
affairs, at the close of the shogunate 
régime. The second period extends 
from 1872 to 1879. This period is 
marked by the founding of the govern- 
ment mint and the issue of new coin- 
age, but more marked for enormous 
issues of inconvertible paper money, 
which brought about all the evils of 
inflation. 

“The third period extends from 1880 
to 1885, in which the efforts of the 
government were directed to replacin 
the inconvertible paper money wit 
convertible notes, which prepared 
the way for the financial inauguration 
of the gold standard system, though 
for a time it resulted in the establish- 
ment of a de facto silver system. 

The period 


marked by efforts directed to the ad- 
justment of the coinage system in view 
of the condition of things in Japan, 
while the fourth period is marked by 
the attempt to adapt the national coin- 

system to the condition of things 

oad-—these conditions of things be- 
— chiefly characterized by sudden 
and great fluctuations in the price of 
silver, endangering the safe economic 
growth of our country.” 


SOME JAPANESE CHARACTER- 
ISTICS. 

Of the industrial and commercial en- 
terprises entered into with precipitate 
haste it is of interest to quote Baron 
Shibusawa's views upon the national 
characteristics which produce the real 
difficulties of economic growth in 
Japan. He says: 

There are — points in the Japa- 
nese character which make it hard for 
the people to achieve business success. 
These are, first, impulsiveness, which 
causes them to be most énthusiastic 
during successful and prosperous move- 
ments and 1 even to rash- 
ness; secondly,’ lack of perseverance, 
which causes too easy discouragement 
when economic conditions are not so 
easy—a_ characteristic which causes 


* 


n in Japan as 


with in a more or less degree in Japa- 
nese business ma. It must be said, 
however, that they become less strongly 
marked every year, and every new 
railroad built or new postoffice opened 
helps to do away with their influence. 
Still, a true understanding of these 
characteristics renders financial ques- 
tions more easy of comprehension.” 

The too rapid and pell-mell develop- 
ment of industrial and other enter- 
prises had as its effect the introduction 
of more luxury into the dally life and 
habits of the people. This necessitated 
increased imports, and when the time 
of depression arrived there were these 
comparatively luxurious habits to 
make it more difficult to economize. 
Count Inouye instances with regard to 
this the difference which was to be 
seen in the case of Germany. There 
the long oppression of the Napoleonic 
wars had reduced the German people 
to the most stringent economy of life, 
and the duration of the Franco-Ger- 
man war and the severity of educa- 
tional methods had finished the lessons 
of economy begun before. Thus, when 
the depression came to Germany after 
her time of indemnity prosperity, the 
German people were more able to re- 
vert to their former frugal habits and 
were less affected by the economic con- 
ditions. In Japan, however, there had 
been no oppression, and the war with 
China was ever before it could have 
any material effect upon existing con- 
ditions. It is much harder, therefore, 
for the Japanese people to accept the 
changed economic position than it was 
for the German nation. 

PREPARING JAPAN'S BUDGET. 

It is of interest to learn how the 
present financial department is ar- 
ranged and in what relation it stands 
to the other branches of the govern- 
ment.

office to pay the certain sums to the 
different departments. At the close of 
the year the definite accounts of the 
revenue and expenditure come from 
the departments to the Account Bu- 
reau and are arran This total, 
definite account then goes to the Cab- 
inet, and ‘s thence sent to the Audit 
Bureau for examinations. When 
passed by this it returns to the Cabi- 
net and is submitted to Parliament. 
When new expenditure is necessary 
the Account Bureau has to decide how 
it is to be met. In fact, this bureau 
is the center of the whole system of 
government finance.

A dispatch from Washington gives 
@ digest of the report of Capt. Meyler, 
made to the War Department, on the 
improvement of San Pedro harbor. 
According to the report, there was 
available for work upon the harbor on 
July 1 last an unexpended balance, left 
over from old appropriations by Con- 
gress, of $550.162. It is estimated 
that there will be needed for the com- 
pletion of the work from this date 
$1,194,493, and Capt. Meyler states that 
there can be profitably expended dur- 
ing the next fiscal year $400,000. 

In regard to Wilmington harbor—the 
aner harbor—there is an appropria- 
tion of $50,500 left over from long ago, 
but on account of provisions by Con- 
gress this cannot be expended. No rec- 
ommendations are made by Capt. 
Meyler respecting Wilmington harbor 
in this report, because the War De- 
partment engineers made their report 
and recommendations upon that some 
time ago, and the report has been sub- 
mitted to Congress. The amount 
needed for the improvement of the in- 
mer harbor is a moderate one, and 
would be spread over a number of 
years. Operations should, however, be 
commenced without delay, as the work

THAT DRY PATH. 


Los Angeles wheelmen have been 
promised a dry path for their especial 
benefit by the Street Commissioner. 
The order is not being obeyed by a 
great many of the drivers of sprinkling 
carts. San Fernando street, the route 
which the greater majority of bicyclists 
living on the East Side use, is one mass 
of mud from the south end of the via- 
duct to the intersection of Main street, 


from the continued deluge which is 
poured upon it by these don't-give-a- 
hang sprinkling-cart drivers, and there 
is apparently no intention of the driver 
of that route to comply with the Street 
Commissioner's orders. A telephone 
complaint to that functionary's office 
yesterday elicited the information that 
“it was hard work to get the drivers 
to comply with the order, because they 
changed routes so often that they be- 
came careless about it.“ 

The same condition exists elsewhere. 
A wheelman must either run his ma- 
chine through water and mud and 
“grin and bear it“ or else dismount 
and walk. It is dangerous to life and 
limb to ride a bicycle upon any as- 
phalted pavement in this city as the 
matter now stands. 

If the bicyclists of Los Angeles in- 
tend to assert their rights and insist 
that the Street Commissioner live up 
to his promise, the time to agitate the 
matter is right now, while the subject 
is warm. Not one wheelman in fifty, 
probably, is satisfied with the present 
condition of the streets for riding a 
bicycle. 

The commissioner complains that 
patrons of the street cars object to the 
dust if a dry path is left between the 
tracks. Why not leave it outside the 
tracks, then? Anything is preferable 
to the present evil. 

The bicycle is no longer a pleasure 
machine merely. Thousands of le 
who cannot afford to patronize street 
cars ride bicycles and are entitled to 
just as great privileges as those who 
drive a horse and carriage or ride on 
street cars or in an automobile. The 
bicycle is here to stay, and is just as 
necessary an adjunct to a man's busi- 
ness in these days any other part of 
his belongings. A business or working 
man doesn’t ride a wheel six days in the 
week “for fun.” He does it se 
he can save car fare and convey him- 
self rapidiv wherever he wishes to go 
without loss og time: but when the 
streets are in a dangerous condition, 
and no attention whatever is paid to 
orders to allow wheelmen a dry path, 
it is time “something was doing.“

WASHINGTON, July 19.—It is a

He 
is talking with Canton, O. Telegraph 
wires run direct from the White House 
to Canton, and every important mat- 
ter that comes up in Washington goes 
instantiy to the President. He keeps 
his finger on the pulse of official busi- 
ness every minute, whether he is here 
or not. 

But his absence keeps visitors away 
from politics, and so the political pots 
which boil here usually are elsewhere, 
There is a great deal going on that 
has to do with 1904. That is the im- 
portant thing that the politicians are 
discussing this summer. And the more 
they talk about the Republican nomi- 
nee for President the more they seem 
to get tangled, 3 many men are 
there to choose from. The little boom 
that was started some time back for 
Gov. Odell of New York does not at 
this time seem destined to get out 
of its swaddling clothes before it col- 
lapses from an attack of colic. Col. 
Roosevelt's boom is in a far more 
healthy condition than is Gov. Odell’'s, 
although Col. Roosevelt is still a long 
ways from the nomination, by reason 
of the fact that the older men in the 
party are a bit afraid that he might 
take the bit in his teeth and run away 
with them, and also by reason of the 
fact that it is rather expected that 
the chosen man will come from a little 
farther west than New York. 

As time goes on, one may often hear 
the name of Senator Spooner of Wis- 
consin mentioned for the Presidential 
nomination. No little hammers come 
out when the mention is made, either. 
Spooner himself has said not a word 
about the matter, except that he will 
not again be a candidate for Senator 
from Wisconsin, but he rarely talks 
about his political plans, anyway. The 
beauty about Spooner is that he is 
8 ner. He is a brand of his own. 

e is now in the woods of New Eng- 


land, and it is announced that he is 


preparing himself to take up two im- 
portant questions during the coming 
Congress. These two questions are 
Cuba and the tariff. He knows all 
about Cuba, from having been in- 
timately associated with every move 
th.t has been made during the whole 
of our dealings with, and on account 
of, that island. He is particularly in- 
terested in ne their government 
star feeling right toward t 

United States, and with such trade 
relations with the United States as 
shall work to the advantage of both 
countries. This is a very big question 
in itself, and it is a uestion upon 
which no man feels imself com- 
petent to speak. The Cubans are 
clamoring for free trade with the 
United States. That will hardly come, 
because the resulting competition with 
certain American industries would be 
disastrous. Some sort of fair, just ar- 
rangement must be devised, and most 
likely the men who will devise the ac- 
ceptable plan will be Senator Spooner 
and Senator Platt of Connecticut. 
These two men, with Foraker of Ohio, 
have been the leaders in all Cuban and 
Philippine matters from the very 
start. 

Mr. Spooner is another of those men 
from the Middle West who have a no- 
tion that the United States cannot 
forever go on selling goods to other 
countries and buy nothing in return. 
He thinks that the foreigner must be 
given some show of a market, or he 
will not buy of us. So he is studying 
the tariff. What the result of his 
studying wil! be cannot be predicted. 
It will not be the advocacy of the 
Babcock free-trade scheme. 
the Senator from Wisconsin will be a 
very consp'cuous and important man 
in Congress for the next few winters, 
and the talk about him for President 
four years from now is very likely to 
develop considerably. 

The other conspicuous Middle-West 
candidate for President, Senator Fa'r- 
banks of Indiana, has been in Wash- 
ington in the last few days, and went 
from here to Canton, where he had a 
conference with Mr. McKinley. Mr. 
. is a very busy man, and if 
th Canadian-American High Joint 
Commission, of which he is a member, 
reassembles during the fall he will be 
doubly busy, and wi.l come very 
sharply into the public view. The 
Canadian-American dispute is a very 
Important matter, and the negotiations 
for its settlement will be exceeding!y 
important and interesting. 

nator Lodge of Massachusetts has 
quite his chosen battlefield for a 
while and is now in Germany. But he 
will be back here in time to start 
again the fight for chairmanship of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. That will be an interesting and 
important fight and for the first few 
weeks of the next session of Congress 
it will overshadow everything = else.

Mr. Jevne 
was put upon the stand to prove the 
actual value of the goods alleged to 


have been excessively charged for by 


the Furrey company, as furnished to

SOME FIGURES OF INTEREST. 

Jevne testified that the prevailing 
market price of coal oil per can on 
January 5, 1893, was from $1 to $1.10, 
and the defense claims to have bills 
of the W. C. Furrey Company, as paid 
out of the city schoo! funds, showing 
that a can of coal oil had been charged 
on that date at $2.25. 

On August 28, 1893, according to 
Jevne, 12-inch floor brushes (best 
make) were worth at wholesale $16 
per dozen. Furrey’s bills, it is claimed, 
will show a charge of $30 for a dozen 
such brooms purchased on that date 
by the city. A charge of $42 ig also 
said to have been made by the Furrey 
company for a dozen 16-inch floor 
brooms, which Jevne swears were sell 
ing in the open market here at from 
$27 to $30 per dozen. é 

At about the same time the Furrey 
company is said to have charged the 
school board $22.50 for three boxes of 
soap. but Jevne could not testify as 


to any “excessive charge’ in this i- 


stance, because the brand and size of

During the testimony of Jevne, every- 
body became so muddled over the

What was the selling price of three 
boxes of soap in 18937" asked Attorney 
Flint of Jevne. 

“We object to this question as in- 
competent, irrelevant and immaterial, 
and on the further ground that it does 
not fix the kind of soap.“ interposed 
Attorney Potter for the plaintiff. | 

“That's just what we want to show 
to this jury,” said Attorney Flint. that 
Furrey has fixed this bill so that no- 
body can tell anything about it.” 

We take exception to the language 
of cownsel for making statements to 
this jury which he cannot prove and 
which are not true,” yelled Attorney 
Carter. “He ought to show the bill.“

JEVNE CROSS-EXAMINED. 

On cross-examination it developed 
that Jevne’s wholesale prices were not 
fixed, and that they varied to dealers 
and large consumers. Witness said 
that in 1893 and 1894 he sold brushes to 
the Furrey company at a profit, so that 
the latter company in disposing of the 
goods was compelled to sell at a 
greater price. 

The prices on brooms given by the 
witness were for light parlor brooms;

are more expensive. 

Other prices were modified as be- 
tween dealers and other large buyers. 
Witness stated that the prices he had 
quoted on his direct examination were 
general wholesale prices.

The 
announcement was made today of a 
business improvement that means the 
building of a $30,000 brick block, and 
the institution here of the banking and 
commission business of A. Levy, here- 
tofere conducted at Hueneme.
